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ADVISORY ACTION 

The after-final amendment of 2-22-06 cannot be entered because it is not deemed to place 
the application in better form for appeal by materially reducing or simplifying the issues for 
appeal. The terminal disclaimer of 8-5-05 has been entered and accepted. 

The previous rejection of "Scope of Enablement" is maintained for claims 1-8 for reasons 
of record. In traversing this rejection, applicant's remark that: "There is no scientific reason 
why the same reaction to prepare the purine compounds would not take place with the claimed 
deazapurine compounds. The Examiner 's speculation on solubility is not sufficient reason to 
overrule the explicit statements in the application." However, the specification is silent as to the 
availability of staring materials needed to prepare various bicyclic cores of formulae Ilia, Illb, 
and IIIc - whether by commercial availability or preparative routes. Note the following passage 
in In re Howarth (CCPA 1981) 654 F2d 103, 210 USPQ 689: 

"Applicant's risk in leaving anything out of his application... burden rests upon applicant 
who chooses to rely upon general knowledge in art to render his disclosure enabling to establish 
that those of ordinary skill in the art can be expected to possess or know where to obtain this 
knowledge;". 

Additionally, applicant has not addressed the fact that the state of the prior art (as evident 
by Gilligan et. al. (US' 5 89)) does not provide equivalent teaching for purine and bicyclic cores 
of formulae Ilia, Illb and IIIc. Therefore, the skilled chemist cannot rely on state of the prior art 
to overcome the deficiency of the enablement provided. 
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Subject matter not elected by original presentation: Claim 1 1 directed to an invention 
that is independent or distinct from the invention originally claimed for the following reason: 

Claim 1 1 is drawn to a method of treating osteoporosis which was introduced after the 
first office action, and was not presented originally. 

Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally presented 
invention, this invention has been constructively elected by original presentation for prosecution 
on the merits. Accordingly, claim 1 1 is withdrawn from consideration as being directed to a 
non-elected invention. See 37 CFR 1.142(b) and MPEP § 821.03.
